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DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 14-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record is neither anticipated nor rendered obvious all the 
limitation of the base claim 14 including a memory chip having a plurality of first bonding 
terminals disposed along each of two short sides; a microcomputer chip having a 
plurality of second bonding terminals disposed along each of fours sides; a plurality of 
first wires connecting each of first bonding terminals with a corresponding group of first 
electrodes; a plurality of second wires connecting each of second bonding terminals 
with a corresponding group of second electrodes; wherein the second electrodes are 
arranged closer to an outer periphery of a wiring substrate than the first electrodes; 
wherein the total number of second bonding terminals is substantially greater than that 
of the first bonding terminals and wherein a length of each of the four sides of the 
microcomputer chip is greater than that of each of the two short sides of the memory 
chip and shorter than that of each of two long sides of the memory chip, such that the 
mounted microcomputer chip covers a portion of each of the two long sides of the 
memory chip and covers no portion of the first bonding terminals of the memory chip.
